A new wheat 
variety known ns Saunders, de¬ 
scribed as highly resistant to 

stem rust, loose smut and bunt 
or covered smut, has been recom¬ 
mended for licensing by the joint 
agricultural committee of the 
National Research Council. 

The committee, in session here, 
said the variety had been devel¬ 
oped by J. G. C. Carl Fraser of 
Ottawa and was n cross between 
Thatcher and 447, the latter a 
Brandon, Man., developed strain 
from the discarded Hope and Re¬ 
ward varieties. 

Saunders wheat was said to be 
the equal of Thatcher in yield 
and superior to Red Bobs, grown 
in the Peace River. Northern Al¬ 
berta and Northwestern Saskat¬ 
chewan fields. It was two or 
three days earlier in ripening 
than either of the other two vari¬ 
eties and was also said to be 
equal to the best wheat in bak¬ 
ing qualities.

“Churchill, You Old Lord 
of Lies”, has nowhere to sing. 

Although Allied authorities gave 
him permission to sing again he finds 
few' sponsors who dare provide him 
an audience. 

But this 38-year-old singer, whose 
intimate vocal rendering of "A Play¬ 
ful Little German Soldier's Wife” and 
other German songs caused fraus and 
frauleins to scream ecstatically, in¬ 
sists he only sang the Churchill song 
once. 

In 1941 Goebbels classified the 
Churchill song as “undesirable be¬ 
cause it tends to make the enemy 
popular with the German people.” 


RECIPE 


Add 1 envelope Royal Fast Rising 
Dry Yeast and 1 teaspoon sugar to 

1 a cup lukewarm water, and let 
stand 10 minutes. Then stir well. 
Scald Vi cup milk, add 3 table¬ 
spoons shortening, Vi cup sugar 
and Vi teaspoon salt and cool to 
lukewarm. Add 1 cup sifted flour 
to make a batter. Add yeast mix¬ 
ture and 1 beaten egg. Beat well. 
Add 2 Vi cups sifted Hour, or 
enough to make a soft dough. 
Knead lightly and place in greased 
bow l. Cover and set in warm place, 
free from draft. Let rise until 
doubled in bulk, about 2 hours. 
When light, punch dough down 
and divide into 2 equal portions. 
Roll dough Vi inch thick; place in 

2 well-greased pans (8^ x 11V4 
x 2" deep). Brush tops w ith melted 
butter or shortening; sprinkle with 
Vi cup granulated sugar. Peel and 
core 12 apples; cut into eighths; 
press into dough, sharp edges 
downward; close together. Mix 
1 Vi teaspoons cinnamon with 1 
cup granulated sugar; sprinkle 
over cakes. Cover r.nd let rise in 
warm place until light, about Vi 
hour. Bake in moderate oven at 
400°F. about 35 minutes.

Fifty year* hence Can¬ 
ada will be the strategic centre of 
the British Empire. C. R Fay, for¬ 
merly professor of the economics de¬ 
partment at the University of Toron¬ 
to, wrote in a letter from Cambridge, 
England, printed as a Sunday Times 
editorial.

New Weather 
Stations To 
Be Established 


In Arctic Circle 


OTTAWA Canada will estab¬ 
lish nine new weather stations in 
thf Arctic Circle to improve her 
domestic and international weath- 
61. forecasting services, Recon¬ 
struction Minister Howe an¬ 
nounced in the commons. 

The stations will be established 
witljn the next three years and will 
be Jbcrated for at least five years to 
enable a complete study of their 
value in forecasting weather. 

While Canada will be responsible 
for establishing the stations and sup¬ 
plying the officers in charge, the 
United States, because of her direct 
interest in' the results, had agreed to 
supply technical officers and assist in 
the establishment and operation of 
the weather outposts. 

Mr. Howe observed that Russia, 
affected similarly to Canada by Arc¬ 
tic sources of weather, maintained a 
large number of weathor stations "on 
the other side of the North Pole.” 
Canada already exchanged a large 
amount of weather information with 
Russia and the new Canadian sta¬ 
tions would benefit this interchange. 

Most northerly station in the new 
chain will be located in the vicinity 
of Eureka Sound, on the northwest¬ 
ern side of Ellsmere Island, some 600 
miles from the North Pole. The main 
station will be at Winter Harbor on 
Melville Island, at approximately 75 
degrees north latitude, 110 west 
lorqgitude. Location of other stations 
"a matter for further study.” 

•*It is anticipated that the estab¬ 
lishment of Arctic weather stations 
will provide our meteorologists with 
a pirate information which will he of 
inestimable value to our national 
economy, and particularly to enter¬ 
prises in many fields.” Mr. Howe said.

COULD DESTROY 
WORLD'S FOOD 

TOKYO - An atomic war could re¬ 
sult In the destruction of the worlds 
food supply, an agricultural expert 
at Gen. Douglas Mac Arthur's head¬ 
quarters warned. 

A* food less world could result from 
plant sterility caused by the effects 
of atomic bomb explosions, W. M. 
Myers declared. 

He reported recently that abnor¬ 
malities have been discovered in 
plant life in the atomic explosion 
areas of Japan. 

"Future generations of plants as 
well as current plant life can suffer 
from atomic war,” he said. 

Myers, from State college in Penn¬ 
sylvania, is a research specialist of 
the agriculture divison of Allied 
headquarters natural resources sec¬ 
tion. 

"It a gigantic world-scale atomic 
war came along, there is danger that 
plant life would suffer from radio¬ 
active dust particles that would be 
thrown into the air,” he said. 

"Not only would existing crops be 
wiped out if radioactivity of the par¬ 
ticles was sufficiently intense, but 
succeeding crops would be affected.”

I ing the shaped charge, which helped 
blow apart Normandy beach concrete 
defences, as well as other wartime 
explosives in efforts to blow holes in 
this soil. Their experience is that 
they can do it if they want to use 
enough explosives. 

At a rough guess, it would prob¬ 
ably cost at least $50 to blast out a 
slit trench comparable to the size of 
those which Canadians shovelled in 
the soil of Europe. 

BUTTER SITUATION 
SAID IMPROVED 

OTTAWA. The butter situation is 
about twice as good as it was a year 
ago, the bureau of statistics reported. 

The report showed stocks of cream- i 
ery butter held in nine principal 
cities March 1 amounted to 11,255,- 
050 pounds, compared with 5,569,156 
a year ago. On Feb. 1 stocks were 
17,444,172 pounds. 

Cheese stocks March 1 were 12,- 
907.308 pounds, compared with 14,- 
880,432 Feb. 1 and 14,235,418 March 
1, 1046. 


Funds Provided 
To Facilitate 
Housing Needs 


OTTAWA- Funds to facilitate 
housing — both emergency and 
normal —are provided in the esti¬ 
mates tabled in the commons. 

The new federal expedient of mov¬ 
ing houses from one Iceality to an¬ 
other to meet emergency conditions 
is forecast in the estimates for the 
reconstruction department, and an 
estimate of $700,000 for the purpose 
is provided. 

No explanation of how the plan 
would work Is given in the list of 
proposed disbursements. Tt was re¬ 
called, however, that some munici¬ 
palities have embarked on the same 
scheme on a small scnle within the 
last couple of years. As the munici¬ 
palities employed it. surplus housing 
in one area was purchased, knock'd 
down, trnnspoited to another place 
and there set up again. 

How far the government planned 
to go with the proposal was not indi¬ 
cated. The estimates indicated, how¬ 
ever, that the $700,000 covered only 
costs of transportation involved. 

Another spur to housing, of the 
normal variety, appeared in the esti¬ 
mates in a $400,000 item to provido 
incentive bonuses to expedite produc¬ 
tion of strategic building materials. 

It was the first time the size of the 
sum available for this purpose had 
been made known. However, Recon¬ 
struction Minister Howe recently said 
in the commons this type of bonus 
would be paid only as a last resort. 
So far, only one payment has been 
made. 

Indication that the operations of 
Wartime Housing. Ltd., will be con¬ 
tinued in 1947-48 at a substantial, 
though somewhat reduced, volume 
was given in the estimates. The war¬ 
time housing estimate for the com¬ 
ing fiscal year is $27,500,000, com¬ 
pared with $42,000,000 for the cur¬ 
rent year. 

Also due for reduction is the home 
conversion plan, for which the pres¬ 
ent year's $500,000 estimate has been 
sliced in half.

OTTAWA. — An increase of 
$1,125,000 for special work such 
as prairie farm rehabilitation 
and irrigation and assistance to 
certain basic industries was the 
major jump in 1947-18 estimates 
for the Dominion department of 
agriculture tabled in the com¬ 
mons. 

The department's estimates* for 
1947-48 totalled $23,202,947, an in- 
1 crease of $2,349,135 over the $20,- 
853,811 voted for the 1946-47 fiscal 
year. The rest of the increase— 
$1,224,135—was spread through the 
various services of the department 
including a jump of $559,995 in the 
production service. 

In addition $30,147,820 was provid¬ 
ed for the agriculture department 
under the heading of demobilization 
and reconversion. It had to do with 
continuance of certain special boards 
and completion of the wartime func¬ 
tions of others, such as the agricul¬ 
tural supplies board. 

In the special category $1,500,000 
was provided for the St. Mary’s river 
dam project in southern Alberta 
which will provide irrigation for 
thousands of acres of land. The pro¬ 
ject now is underway. 

The section was headed by $3,000,- 
000 for prairie farm rehabilitation 
act work and for water storage in 
the prairie provinces. 

Expansion of the agriiultur*- de¬ 
partment's science service and its ex¬ 
perimental farms services were re¬ 
flected in increased grants in both 
categories. A total of $3,479,630 was 
provided for science, up $240,069 
from last year and $4,100,246 for ex¬ 
perimental farms, a boost of $297.- 
648. 

The production services, taking in 
such activities as animal health, con¬ 
trol of contagious diseases, grants to 
fairs and aid to plant productions, in¬ 
cluding a $31,000 giant to the Cana¬ 
dian seed growers’ association, got 
$4,792,756. This compared with $4,- 
232,760 in the present fiscal year. 

The department's marketing ser¬ 
vice was granted $3,307,423 compar¬ 
ed with $3,257,861 last year, includ¬ 
ing an item of $777,599 for subsidies 
for cold storage warehouses. The 
marketing service got $3,257,861 last 
year.
